| among other hiſtories and pleaſant 
diſcourſes that at idleſt times I read for recreation, this 
Spaniſh Dialogue receiued from you, ſo pleaſed me, as 
partlie for exerciſe of that toong, but chieflie for the ſingu- 
lar good liking I had of the matter, and to paſſe over ſome 
melancolye conceipts — — the ingratitude of ſome 
perſons , at whoſe handes Thad but to well deſerued, had 
throwne me) I began to tranſlate the ſame into * 
following as nigh as I could the verie Spaniſh letter, ſauing 
* ſuch phraſes as in our toong haue neyther grace nor 
Nee. 
The Treatiſe ſurelie is ſuch, as being read of our nation, 
could not but worke ſingular good effects, euen in our 
moſt obſtinate moderne peruerſe Papiſts, ſeeing it ſo pal- 
pablie reucaleth the horrible errors and — of that 
their corrupted Romane religion, or rathei putrified ſuper- 
ſtition(moſt vniuſtlie by them m ſnamed Catholike or Apo- 
ſtolicall)and that by a couple of their one Spaniſh partie: 
notſomuch by ſcriptures ſacred, where ynto they generally 
beate ſo ſmall reuerence, as by euident demonſtrations & 
ſuch invincible reaſons as were able to reduce very Hea- 
thens and Paynims to a better ſence: and the Method and 
ſtile ſuch as it I gould deliuer it in Engliſh with that gra — 
ͤ;— M02 at 
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6 and not vnſit for other due reſpeRs to be printed and pub- 
liſhedeven in this our time: that as cuen at the natiuitie 
ofthis aſpiring Php King of Spaine, their cheefe Champi- 
an, Almightie God miraculouſſie ſtirred vp a little armie of 
their owne religion, iuſtlie to chaſtice the hatefull pride of 
that Babilonicall Sea, when her treacherie was not growne 
to that heigth of helliſh wickedneſle, it hath ſince aſpited: 
So the memorie thereof reuiued by the due conſideration i: 
of every perticuler accident, cauſe, and circumſtance, fo 
wittily diſcuſſed and liuely repreſented in this diſcourſe, 
(conferred with the horrible treaſons and villanies in this 
age, before our eyes committed by that Sea, euer ſithence 
batching continually new rebellions of ſubiects, murthers 
of annointed Kings and Princes, Maſſacres of Chtiſtian peo- | | 
ple, deſtruction and ſubuetſion of kingdomet, & common- * 
weales, tending finallie to the vtter diſpeopling& deſolati- 
on of all Chriſtendome, being mounted euen to the heigth 
of her impietie, and tipe for ruine) may nowe likewiſe ani

0 great is the blndneſſe wherein for the mei 
part the World is no drownea, that I maruelt 
not at the falſe indgements by the commen peo- 
ple conceined of this late accident of Rome : for 
as they 7714 Religion to con ſſt onelie im theſe 
— external things: ſo ſeeing them ſo badlie hand- 
led, they thimke the faith to be vtterlie onerthrowre and in trurke 
4s I cannot but commend , the holy zeale wherewith the common 
forte are thereto mooued, ſo can I not allowe of their ſilence, whoſe 
datie were toreduce them from that error, Seeing then on the one 
Pert, how preiudiciall it ſhould be, firſt tothe glory of God, then 
to the ſaluation of his people : and alſo to the honour of this mait 
Chriſtian king and Emperour whome God hath ginen unto v, 
theſe matters ſhould remaine thus cloaked, I haue attemt ted(ra- 
ther led there vnto by ſimplicitis and han tie lone , then by fookſ 
arrogancie to accomplich with this ſmall ſernice , theſe three prin- 
vipall things Whereunto men are bound. I was not ignorant that 

the matter Was much more high and difficile then the meaſure of 
my forces and yes I know aſwell that Where there is a good inten- 
tion, Jeſu Chrift dooth lighten the wnderſtandirg , and ſupplie 
with his grace the defect of our forces and knowledge attamed by 

bumanne wit, My thought alſo, I did ſee repreſented before mee 

the falſe iudgements that Superſtitions Pharizes are like to con- 

ceane of this matter, whtvefore let them knome, that I write not 


for them nor to them, but to the true Chriſt ians & faith full lowers 


of Chriſt Ieſu. Aſwel did 1 4% ſte, the peruerſe cortrarieties of 
the common ſorte, the Which axe ſo ſetled on things viſible,as they 
do almoſt make & ieſt of the things inui ſible. Remembring therfore

Emperour was in no fault for that matter. And in the 


ſecond, how God permitted all that was done for the 
good of Chriſtendome.

Ood Lord is not this the Archdea-

Latt. Vell, if the memoꝛie haue erren, it is no reaſon good ⸗ 
will ſho ald paie fo2 that fault which in me hath verie ſeldom di⸗ 
miniſhed : But tell mee as God helpe you lir, how comes this 
chaunge % 

Arch. What, haue you not heard what hath happened at 
Rome lately: ; 

Latt; ee haue heard ſome thing, but what concernes the 
buſines of Rome, the chaunge of your garmentes 

Arch, Seeing you alke that queſtion it appeares you know 
not al, kao then you ſhould haue knowen that ther is not in Rome 
, man that dare paſle the ſtreets in habit of an Eccleſiaſtical per« 

on. 

Late, What tell you mee: 

Arch, I tell you that when I came from Rome, the perſe- 
quution agat iſt the Clergie was ſo great, that there was not a 
man that durſt walke the ſtreetes in habit of a Clarke o; a Frier. 

Latt. O merueilous God how incompꝛebenſihle are thy 
Audgements :? But ſir I pꝛay you were you within Rome at 
that time, when the Emperours armie entred* 

Arch, Pra to my ſinnes I was found oz rather loſt there, fox 
of all that euer J had Jhaue nothing left but that pou ſee, 

Lee, UWrerfoze did you not commit your ſelfe to the Spa; 
nich ſouldiours, and thereby haue ſaued your goods, 

Arch. My ſinnes daunted my wittes , and mp vnhappie lot 
was to fall amang the Almans, where Athought it no little 
gaine to eſcape with life out of their handes. 

_— Js all true weeheare from thence, and thatmenrepozs 


Arch, Jknow not what you heare, no2 what you ſay of it, 
but J can aTire pon it was the moſt terrible thing that euer 
man ſam, I know not how you take it here, it ſeemes to mee you 
a ar 
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ther God will ſo diſſemble it: and if wee were in ſome other 
place where it were lawfull foz me to ſpeake J would vtter foule 
and terrible matters with this mouth, 

Latt, Againſt whom? 

Arch, Againſt him that hath done moꝛe miſchiefe againſt the 
Church of God then euer Turke oꝛ Pagan durſt haue done. 

Latt. But ſoft ſir Archdeacon, it map be þ pou are deceaued 
and lay the fault wher it is not, between vs any thing may paſſe, 
tell me therefoze franckly your minde, and J will ſo endeuour to 
open vnto you pour erro? , that you ſhall not blame him that is 
not blame woꝛthie. 

Arch, Jam content to open plainly vnto you my mind in this 
matter, but not here in the Market place, let vs goe into this 
Church of $.Frauncis,and there we wil diſcourſe at our leiſure. 

Lacr, Agreed, let it be ſo. 

Arch, Now that we are where we may talke,and none heare 
vs, I pꝛay you ſir whatſoeuer paſſeth betweene vs, let no other 
man be pꝛiuie of it, fo2 Pꝛinces are Pꝛinces, and no wiſevome 
fo2 men to put themlelues in perill where they neede not. 

Latt. Pereot᷑ you map be well aſſured, 

Arch, Let vs then ſee Signior Lattantio, doth it ſeeme vn- 
to you a matter toller able that þ Emperour hath done in Rome 
that which neuer Jnfivels had done, and that fo his perticuler 
paſſion, and to reuenge himſelfe of J wat not what, hath in ſuch 
ſo2t ſought to diſtrop the Sea Apoſtolique, with the greatelt 
Agnominie, and with greater Contempt, and greater crueltie 
than euer was heard oz ſeene. J know that the Gothes tooke 
Rome, but pet they medled not with the Church of S. Peeter, 
they me dled not with the Reliques ol che Sainctes,they medled 
not with the ſacred and holie thinges. But whereas thoſe halfe 
Chꝛiſtians had this reſpect, now our Chꝛiſtians (albeit J know 
not whether they bee woꝛthie of that name) they haue not fo2- 
bozne Churches, they haue not foꝛboꝛne Monaſteries, they haue 
not foꝛboꝛne the ſacred thinges, they haue violated all, they haue 
robbed all, they haue pꝛofaned all, that J wonder the earth hath 
not opened and ſwallowed them vp, & thole alſo that ſent them, 
oꝛ conſented vnto it, hat thinke y ee now will the Turkes, the 
Moores, the Iewes, and the Lutherans ſap, ſeeing the head of p 
Church thus handled, D God, * ſuffceſt ſuch a thing. = 
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God that conſenteſt to ſs great a wickednes : Wag this the de ⸗ 
fence that 5 Apoſtolike Sea hoped from hir vefendoz% was this 
the honoꝛ that Spaine hoped fo2 of hir ſo mightie king: was this 
the glozie : was this the good: was this the Amplification and 
enlargement that all Chziſtendome hoped : was it fo this that 
his great Graundfathers got the title of Catholicke ? Foꝛ this 
caule did they ioyne ſo many Kingdomes and Seignozies vnto 
the rule ol one Lo2d ? fo2 this was hee elected Emperour% to 
this did the Biſhop of Rome helpe him to thꝛuſt out the French 
out of Italie: To the end that in one day he ſhould deſtroy al that 
their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs with ſo great trauels, and in luch a multitude 
ok years had founded: So many and ſach goodly churches, ſuch 
Monaſter ies, ſuch Holpitals, and Chappels , where God was 
woont to bee ſerued and honoured, to be now defaced and pzofa- 
ned. So manie Altars, vea euen in the Church of the P2tnce of 
the Apoſtles embzned with bloud,ſo many Reliques robbed and 
with ſacrilegious handes pzofaned? Fo2 this cauſe did their p2e- 
deceſſo2s adioine ſo great holineſly to this cittie: Fo2 this did 
they honoꝛ the Church wich ſuch and ſo manyreliques* Fo? this 
did they beſtow on them ſo many ritch oꝛnamentes of Gold and 
Siluer: that in the end hee ſhould come without remoꝛle to rob, 
deface and deſtroy al? Oh Soueraigne God, is tt poſſible that ſo 
great a crueltie, ſo great an outrage, ſo abhominable boldnes, lo 
horrible an accident, and ſo execrable a wickedneſſe can paſſe 
without ſome moſt rigoꝛous, moſt grieuous, and moſt notoꝛtous 
puniſhment : J know not what feeling you haue here of it, oꝛ if 
vou haue any I merueile how pe can let it paſſe oꝛ diſſemble it. 
Latt. Aheare attentiuely all that vou haue ſaid, and in truth 
albeit J heare the like vttered ol that matter by manie, pet mee 
thinkes you make it mote foule, and blame it mote then any o- 
ther, and in all that you haue ſpoken it ſeems to me you are very 
fl enkoꝛmed, and in my judgement it is not reaſon,butpaſtion, foꝛ 
that you haue loſt, that cauſeth pou to vtter the ſame which pou 
haue ſpoken, J wil not ſpeake paſſionately as vou haue done, fox 
fo ſhould we ſpend ſpeech without any Frute. But without affec- 
tionate ſpeeches, I hope truſting in your diſcretid & good iudge ·

Arch. Sap what you wil, but J wil hold you fo a greater O- 
rato2 then Tullius it you be able to defend this cauſe, 

Lact. Nap J am content you ſhal accompt me the verieſt idiot 
that is in the whole woꝛld if I defend it not and pzooue mp opini⸗ 
on to pau with moſt cleere and euttZtreaſons,Anv the firſt thing 
A will pꝛooue ſhall bee how the Emperoure was in no kault foz 
that which happened at Rome. And le condly how all that happe⸗ 
ned ther came to paſſe by the maniceſt & iuſt iudgement of God, 
to cozrect and chaſtice that Citie,wherein(to the great flaunder 
of Chꝛiſtian Religion) raigned al thoſe vices that the wickednes 
of man could inuent,and with that coꝛrection to awake the c<2t- 
{tian people, to the end that thoſe euils being remedied we might 
open our eics and liue like Chziſkans, ſeeing wee glozie ſo much 
in that name. 

Arch. A great enterpꝛiſe you haue taken in hand, but how you 
wil goe through with it J ſee not. 

Latt. Concerning the firſt I muſt pꝛoteſt vnto vou, that no one 
thing of that which hereafter ſhal be ſaid is by mee ſpoken in pꝛe⸗ 
iudice of the dignitie oꝛ perſonof the Pope:Fo2 it is great reaſon 
that his dignitie be reuerenced of ell men, and touching his owne 
perſon , ſurely I can ſpeake no ill if J would. Beſides that, it is 
well knowen that all which hee hath done hath not paſſed by his 
owne meanes,but by meanes of the lewdneſle of ſome perſons 5 
he keepes about him. And to the end that we the better vnderſlãd 
one another, ſeeing this difference is betweene the Pope and the 
Emperour, I pꝛay you firſt declare vnto me, what office that of 
the Popes is, and likewiſe what is the office of the Emperour, 

and to what ende o2 purpole theſe Dignities were firſt eſtabli⸗ 
ſhed, 

Arch. It ſeemeth vnto me that the office oꝛ dutie of the Em⸗ 
perour is to dekende his Subiectes and to maintaine them in 
great Peace and Juſtice fauouring the good, and chaſtiſing 
the ill, 

Latt. You ſay well, but what is then that of the Pope. 

Arch. That is moꝛe hard to declare, fo2 if wee behold the time 

of S. peter, it is one, and in theſe daies another. 
Latt. But when J demaunde of you to what ende theſe digni- 
ties were 02deined, it is ment a” you ſhould declare vnto 2 
2 their 


ou % 


Heir intention that did oꝛdaine them. | 
Arch. Surely it ſeemes vnto mee it was oꝛdeined to thende 
this high Biſhop ſhould take on him the Aucthoꝛitie to expounde 
the holte ſcriptures, and to the end hee ſhould enſtruct the peo- 
ple in Chiiſtian doctrine,not onely with woo2ds but allo with ex⸗ 
ample of life, and to the ende he ſhould with teares and pꝛaiers 
make ſupplication continuallie vnto God, fo2 his Chꝛiſtian peo 
ple, and to take on him the ſupꝛeame charge and power to ab- 
ſolue ſuch as had ſinned & were deſirous to conuert themſelues, 
E to p2onounce damnation againſt ſuch as in their wicked liues 
rematne obſtinate, And to the ende that with continuall carefull 
endeuour hee ſhould pzocure the maintenance of the Chziſtian 
people in great peace and conco2d : and to the end wee ſhould 
haue here on earth ſuch a one as ſhould truelie and liutly repꝛe· 
ſent vnto vs the life and holie cuſtome of Jeſus Chꝛiſt our Rede; 
mer, becauſe the hartes of men are much mote allured with 
woꝛkes then with wozds This is as much as J can gather 
out of the holie Scriptures,ifyou haue ante thing elſe,ſay it, 

L att, This ſhall ſuffice at this pꝛeſent, and ſee that you foꝛget 
it not, foꝛ we ſhall haue need thereof hereafter in his due time. 

Arch. No, I will not. | 

Latt, Then if I ſhew pou plainlie, that becauſe the Empe⸗ 
rour hath done that, which pour ſelfe haue auerred to be his du⸗ 
tie: And becauſe the Pope hath refuſed to do that which on his 
part ought to haue bin done. This diſtruction of Rome hath fol- 
lowed: In whom will pou then lay the fault 

Arch. If pou could do this which J cannot beleeue, then is it 
Aaine to be the Popes fault. 

Latt. Then J p2ay you tel me pour ſelfe, ſeeing you ſay that 
the Pope was inſtituted to the ende hee ould imitate Jeſus 
Chit, what do you think that Jeſus Chziſt would rather main- 
taine his people in peace oꝛ to ſtir them vp and tozmoile them in 
warres 2 

Arch, This is cleere, that the Aucthoz of Peace dothnot de- 
teſt any thing moze then warre. 

Latt. Then let vs ſee how ſhallhe bee the Amitato2 of Chziſt 
Jeſu, that ſtirred vp warres and diſſdlued peace. 

Arch, Such an one ſhould bee farre off from Imitation of 
Chꝛiſt, but ts what end aſke you mee this?

Latt; 
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Latt. I demaund it fo2 this purpoſe, that ſeeing the Emperd} 
defending his Subiects, as he is bound: the Pope tooke at mcs 
againſt him, and diſſolued the peace, and raiſed a new warte in 

Chaiſtendome, neither the Emperour was in fault to2 the euils 

that ſucceeded,ſeeing he did that which was his office and dutie: 

Neither can the Pope be excuſed of the fault, ſeeing hee did that 

he ought not haue doone, in bzeaking the peate and raiſing a new 

warren Chꝛiſtendome. 

Arch, What peace did the Pope diſſolue , oz what warre did 
he raiſe vp in Chꝛiſtendome. 
| | Late, He diſſolued the peace that the Emperour had made 
with the French king, and hath ſtirred vp the warre which wee 
fill haue, whereby thzough the iuſt iudgement of God the mil: 
| cheefe tame vpon him, which he hath receiued. 

Arch. Oh Sir, you make your account well, but where haue 
pou learned that the pope ſtirred vp the warre with the Empe⸗ 
rour , and that hee diſſolued the peace made with the Frenche 
King, 

; Latt. Becauſe immediatly ſo ſoone as the French King was 
deliuered out of Pꝛilon, he ſent him a wꝛitte, wherein he did ab⸗ 
ſolue him of the othe which he had made vnto the Emperour, to 
the end he ſhould not be bound to accompliſh that which hee had 
pꝛomiſed, whereby moze kreelye hee might make warre vpon 
bim, 

Arch, But how knowe you this * pou ſpeake as though you 

had bin of the Popes ſecret Councell, 

Latt, It is knowne by manie meanes, but not to Toole time 
looke vpon the beginning of the league that the Pope made 
with the Frenche king, and you ſhall plainelie ſee, that the Pope 
was the aduancer of it, and ſeeing that this is ſo certaine a truth, 
that euen the Pope himſelfe conkeſſeth it: dooth it leeme vnto 
you now that this was a deed fit fo2 the Uicar of Jelus Chu, 
Nou ſay that his office and dutie is :o make peace among luch as 
are at difference, and he hath ſowne warres betweene thoſe that 
were in conco2d : pou ſay his office was to teach the people both 
with woꝛds and wozkes, the doctrine of Chiſt Jeſu, and he hath 
taught all things cleane contrarie therevnto: you ſay his dutie 
was to pꝛay vnto God fo2 his people, and he hath gone about to 


woꝛke their deſtruction ; you ſay that his office was to imitate

— Jeſus Ch11ft, and he in all things bath laboured to be contrarie 


vnto him: Jeſu Chꝛiſt was pooꝛe and humble, but he to increaſe 
A wot not what Segnoꝛie, hath put all Chꝛiſtendome in armes. 
Jeſus Chzilt did good againſt ill, but he ill fo2 good, in making a 
league againſt the Emperour, at whoſe handes he had receiued 
ſa much good , J ſate not this to rcpꝛothe the Pope, it is well 
knowne it pꝛoceeded not of himſelle, and that hee was trritated 
there vnto by ſome bad councell. | 

Arch, By this meanes ſhould he be wholie in the fault, 

Latt. Both they that gaue him ſo bad councell, andhimſelfe 
alſo that kept about him ſuch milchieuous people, fo2 doe pou 
thinke that befoze God, a Pꝛince ſhall be exculed, by laying the 
fault in his Councell: No, no: fo2 lecing God hath giuen him 
Judgement to make choile of good men to be of his councell, and 
to adnile him to the beſt, ifhe chuſe ill men o2 retame them about 
him, the fault is his, and tf he haue no iudgement to chule ſuch 
perſons let him leaue his Segnoꝛie. 

Arch.Pou require things that are very harde and difficult. 

Latt. And whie hard and difficult, dooth there need ſo great a 
judgement fo2 this matter. Tell me J pꝛay pou, what warre is 
there lo iuſt, that a Uickar of Jeſus Chziſt ſhould take in hande 
againſt Chaiſtians , the members of one body, whoſe head is 
Chzift and his Uickar. 

Arch, The Pope had great reaſons to take in hand this 
warre againſt the Empero2,one foꝛ that he would not firſt ſecke 
bis freendſhip , and an other toz that he held by vſurpation the 
ſtate of Millan, hauing deſpoiled the Duke Frauncis Sforza 
thereof, and the Pope ſeeing this feared another day he would do 
as much againſt him, taking from htm alſo his territozies of the 
Church: And therefoze with great Juſtice and reaſon did the 
Pope take Armes againſt the Emperour , aſwell to make him 
reſtoꝛe the Dutchie of Millane to the Duke, as alſo to aſſure 
the ſtate and territoꝛies of the Church, 

Latt. I woonder that a man of ſo good iudgement as vou are, 
ſhould ſpeak a thing ſo far fromreaſon as this, let vs ſee whether

perteined no wayes to his office: why did he not rather take ex⸗ 
ample by Jeſus Chꝛiſt to haue doone the contrarie : who being 
deſired, that in treendlie loꝛte he would make Partition of an in 
heritance betweene two kinſe nen, he would not goe , leauing an 
example to his followers not to entermedle in ſo baſe matters, 
And would you now haue his Aickar to intrude himſelfe with an 
armed hand being not requeſted of them? where learne you that 
Jelus Chꝛiſt appointed his Uickar a Judge betweene ſeculer 
P2inces,how muchleſſe an Executioner 02 bꝛewer of war among 
Chꝛiſt ans ꝛ will you ſee how vnlike he is to be the Uicar of Chzift 
that is a ſtirrer of wars, behold the fruites that pꝛocced thereof, 
and ſee how contrarie they are, not onely to Chziſtian doctrine, 
but euen to humane nature: to all other creatures God hath gt- 
gen weapons wherewith they might both defend themſelues and 
offend others: but man alone as a creature deſcended fro heauen, 
among whom there ſhould be all concoꝛd, as a thing that ſhould 
heere repꝛeſent the image of God, he left him vnarmed,he meant 
not he ſhould make wars, he meant there ſhould be among men 
as great loue aud conco2d, as there is among the Angels of hea- 
ten: yet notwithſtanding we are growne to ſo great blindneſſe, 
that maze bzute then the bzute creatures, moꝛe beaſts then the 
beaſts themſelues,we do murther one another: the beaſts do liue 
in peace, but we much wozſe then beaſts da liue in wars, if we wil 
make ſearche in all countries how men liue, in Chꝛiſtendome on⸗ 
lie which is but a coꝛner of the woꝛld, you ſhall find moꝛe warres 
then in all the woꝛld beſides. And yet are we not aſhamed to call 
our lelues Chꝛiſtians, & foꝛ the moſt part ye ſhall finde them the 
moſt inflamers of wars, that ought moſt to appeale them:theBi- 
ſhop of Rome was bound ſeeing he would be the vicar of Chaiſt 
Jeſu,TheCardinals were bound ſeeing they would be the pillers 
ofthe church:the biſhops were bound being paſto2s, to giue their 

liues to) their ſheepe, euen as Chaiſt himſelf taught when he ſaid 
Bonus paſtor ponit Animam ſuam pro ous bus ſcus, but much moze 

the Pope and Cardinals, ſecing their reuenues were giuen to 
theſe P:elates to that ende, chat vſing their paſtozall office they 
might the better pꝛotect and pꝛelerue their people: but they fox 
keare leaſt they ſhould looſe ſome little mite of their reputation 
put 


put all Chziſtendom, D gentill Charitie, do J giue thee money to 
defend me, and dooſt thou therewith gather Souldiers together 
to murther me, to robbe me, and to deſtroie me % where learne 
pou that Jeſus Chꝛiſt commaunded his followers to make 
warres,Read all the Euangelicall doctrine, Read all the Apoſto⸗ 
like Epiſtles, you ſhall (inde nothing but peace, conco2d , vnitle, 
loue and charitie, when Jeſus Coꝛiſt was bozne , they entended 
no warres, but the very Angels ſoong Gloria in excelſit deo, in 
terra pax, homini bus bona voluntas, Oe gaue vs peace when he 
was bozne, and peace when he was crucified , how oftentimes 
did he admoniſh and exhoꝛt his followers to this peace and cha- , 
ritie,and yet not contented with this,he deſired of his father,that 
bis ſhould be one among themſelues, euen as he and his Father 
were one, could he require a greater confo2mitte o2 vnitie 4 And 
yet furthermo2e, he required that choſe which followed his doc- 
trine, ſhould not make themlelues different from others in gar⸗ 
ments, neither pet in their manner of behautour , neither pet in 
faſting noꝛ in any other externall matters, but onely in woozkes 
of charitie, this being the pꝛincipall figure and meanes to knowe 
our faith, would pou then haue the head thereof to walke ſo farre 
aſtraie 2 if ſeculer pzinces then make warres it is no maruell.ſee- 
ing the Sheepe do but follow the Shepheard, if the head make 
warres the other members are fozced to warre alſo . Of the 
Pope J cannot but maruell, that ſhould be a mirrour of al Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian vertues, and a patterne wherevpon we ſhould all caſt our 
eyes, being bound to maintaine all in peace and concoꝛde ( yea 
though it were with the perrill of his owne lite) will notwithſtan 
ding make warre to gaine and maintaine things which Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt commaunded to be contemned, and that there ſhould bee 
found among Chaiſttans any that would giue him apde in an ac- 
tion ſo wicked, ſo execrable, pꝛeiudiciall to the honour of Chꝛiſt, 
what blindneſle is this : wee call our ſelues Chꝛiſtians, and yet 
line woꝛſe then Turkes,yea woꝛle then bzute beaſts: if we thinke 
that this doctrine of Chꝛiſt be but a mockerie , whie doe wee not 
fozſake it all together, fo2 ſo at leaſt Gould we not doe ſo great 
wongs, where we haue receiued ſo great good.

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lozt as if there were neither Faith noz Loue amongeſt vs? 
The P\iloſophers and ancient Sages being gentils viſpiſcy and 
tontemned ritches, and would you haue the Uickar of Chziſt 
Jeſu make warres fo2 that which thoſe blind Pagans eſteemed 
not. hat ſhal thoſe Nations ſay þ do know no moꝛe of Chziſt 
Jeſus then that which they behold in his Wickar , but that choſe 
Þ.tloſophers,who to attaine their true good which they had pla- 
ce d in vertue did deſpice theſe woꝛldlie thinges, were much bet- 
ter then Jeſus Chiſt, when they ſee his Wickar bzuing and flir 
ring vp warres foz theſe thinges which they contemned. Behold 
here the hono2 done vnto him by them that maintain themlſelues 
vpponhis bloud , Oh bloud of Jeſus Chit fo euill be thy Wic- 
kars imploted, which by thee gather theſe maſſes of money to 
murder men, to murder Choiltians, to diſtroy Cities, toranſack 
villages , to diſhonour Uirgins, to make ſuch numbers of Ad- 
dowes and Ozphans, and to caule ſuch a multitude of miſchief, 
as warres dzue with it; A man might ſee in Lumbardie, yea in 
all Chzitendome, ſogreat Pꝛoſperitie, ſo many and ſo goodlie 
citties, ſuch ſtatelie building es in the Suburbes and Countrte, 
ſuth Gardens, luch pleaſures, am ſo great paſtimes : The La- 
bozers gathered their graines fo2 their Flockes , and manured 
their landes. The Cittiz ens, Gentlemen, and Nobilitie , euerp 
mi in his degree emplaied freelie their gooos,thep emploted qui⸗ 
etly their inheritances, encreaſed their rents # manie of them dic 
tributed largelte amang the pooze: But after this accurſed wars 
began, how manie citties haue wee ſeene deſtroied, how manie 
houſes and places of pleaſure diſpeopled and raʒed, hom manie 
vineyards and Oꝛchards ſpoiled and defaced, how many of the 
Nobilitie, Citiz2ns, and Labozers falne into extream pouertie, 
how mante married women haue loſt their huſbandes, how ma- 
ny Fathers and Mothers their deare childꝛen, how manie UWir- 


gins their vir ginitie, how manie wiues fozced in pꝛeſence of their 


Huſbandes, how many Huſ bandes murdzed in pꝛeſence of their 
Wiues,how many Nunns diſhonoꝛed, and what a ſlaughter and 
decay ol men in Ch2iftendome* and that woꝛſe is, what a num- 
der of Soules lent to Hell: And doe wee winke at it as a matter 
of ieſt? And yet this Uicker of Chꝛiſt not contented with all this, 
euen at this time when we werc in peace commeth to ſtir vs vp 
anew warte, euen at this time = when we haue the —_

ol our Faith at our dooze,to the ende wee may looſe the reft as 
we loſt the kingdome of Hungatie, and to the end he might ful- 
ly accompliſh the loſſe of all the re üdue that yet remained, Yea 
and yet further, his Souldiers not contenting themſelues to 
make warres like others ſecke out new kindes of crueltie. Foz 
neither the Emperour Nero no2 the Syracuſan Dyoniſius,noz 
all the crucl tirants that haue hetherto raigned in the woꝛld could 
inuent ſuch cruelties as this armie of the Popes alter it hake 
the truce made with Don Hugo de Moncada hath put in e- 
cution in the territozie ot the Collones where two ot theſe Chi- 
ſtians haue taken a Uirgin of the Nobilitie by the legs, and hol- 
ding her naked, her head downwards, an other comes with an 
balterd,all aliue as ſhee was clecuce her into iwo peeces: Oh 
crueltie, oh impietie, oh moſt execrable wicke dneſſe, what could 
that pooze wenchhaue committed, oꝛ what had thoſe wiues great 
with child offended, that in pꝛeſence of their huſbandes had their 
bellies ripped open with their cruel \we2ds, and the infantes yes 
warm roſfled on ſpits befoze the eics of the vnhappie mother. Oh 
woonder full God that conſenteſt to theſe thinges. Oh cares of 
Men that can endure to heare ſuch a thing, oh ſupꝛeame Biſhop 
that ſuffreſt the le things to be done in thy name. Ahat had thoſe 
innocent creatures meritet: wee ſpeake ill of Herode that tau- 
ſed the childꝛen lately boꝛne to be mur dꝛed, and theu conſenteſt to 
haue them murdered befoze they were boꝛne: thou mighteſt haue 
iuffered them at leaſt to haue receaued Baptilme, thou ſhauldeſt 
not haue endeuoꝛed to haue deſtroied both ſoule and bodie. Bow 
had thoſe pooze women merited ta die with luch toꝛment, to haue 
their bowels ripped open liuing, and to ſee their childzen groning 
vppon ſpits roſting, oꝛ thoſe ſoꝛrowfull fathers that dic d wich ve 
rie griefe of their vnkoꝛtunate Childzen and vnhappie Mothers? 
Ahat Jewe, Turke, Moꝛe, oz Intidil wil now come to the Faith 
of Jelus Chꝛiſt, ſeeing wee receaue ſuch woozkes from his Nic⸗ 
kars:which of them wil euer ſerue oꝛ honoꝛ him ?; And thoſe Chzis 
ſitans which vnderſtand not the chyiftian doctrine, what haue they 
to do but to follow their aft. And if every one wil ſceke to fol 
low him, who wil delice to liue among Chꝛiſtians: ſhal we thinke 
ſir that this is to imitate Jeſus Chyiſt? ſhall we thinke that this

wichſtanding not contented with this, began to frame a newe 
league in Italie againſt the Emperour after the Frenche King 
was Pailoner, But that ſecret pꝛactiſe was diſcouered, and ſo 
tooke no effect, And yet could not all this ſo alienate the Empe- 
rours minde, but that hee ſought by all honeſt and reaſonable 
meanes to content the Pope, and to pꝛocure him to be a meane 
in that peace, which was intreatie betweene him and the King of 
Fraunce, and that he ſhould not bindet it, but he was neuer able 
to attaine it. Pet in the meane time was this peace concluded 
with Fraunce, but ſo ſoone as the Ring was ſet at liber tie, the

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Latt. And werk dit you in that as J hae often benc and ftifl 
am aſtoniſhed in ach ſozt as I know not what to ſay, I ſee on 
the one ſide that Chꝛiſt pꝛaiſeth pouerty and inuiteth vs with his 
molt perfect example thereunto, but on the other ſide, J ſee wee 
can ſcarſly get any thing of his Piniſters but foz money, at Bap - 
tiſme money, at Biſhoping money, at Mariage money, at Holy 
©2ders money, fo2 Confeſſion money, fo? diſcharge of Excom⸗ 
muntcations money,no not Extreame Unction without money, 
they will ring no Bels without money, no Burtall in the Church 
without money, no hearing of Maſſe in times of Inter diction 
without money: Do that it ſeemeth by them, that Paradize is 
ſbut vp from them that haue no money.

finitenumber of other thinges: and pou ſhall not want ofthem, 
that will alledge manie things to be done fo2 the ſeruice of God 
as to found Churches and Monaſteries, to ſay many Maſſes, # 
manie Trentals, and to buye many Tapers to burne vpon your 
Sepulture, Jeſus Chailt doch councell mee to dilpiſe and leaue 
all theſe woꝛldly thinges to follow him, and thou doſt councel me 
to ſeeke them.
